My pair of Canada Geese in 


"the Back 40," the miniature 
game preserve 
behind my 


residence, set up a nest several 
weeks ago, and I went out to 
check it almost every day, 
finally establishing the egg count 
at 7. 


But the number diminished 


overnight. This morning I was 
greeted by the old pair, off the 
nest and herding four brand-new 
goslings. We'll try for a family 
picture probably tomorrow. 


The adults were not as 


belligerent about the goslings as 
they were when I had ap- 
proached the eggs. The goslings 
were absolutely unafraid. I 
picked up one, and the hen 
courageously flogged me. Nor 
did I get any thanks when I put it 
down. 


Day-old Canada Geese bear no 


resemblance to their parents. 
The grown Honker is slate- 
colored, with a white dentists' 
bandage around its jet-black 
neck, male and female being 
identical. But a day-old gosling is 
no slick chick—four times the 
size of a baby duck, with a rough, 
dirty-brown plummage. 


But in a few weeks the adult 


feathers will be coming out, the 
baby down coat will molt off, and 
the neck will clear up as jet- 
black with a white neckband. 


But there's an operating 


problem in the Back 40.1 had the 
adult Honkers' flight wing-bones 
trimmed just enough to keep 
them from making sustained 
flight. But the offspring are free 
to take off. A month or so ago I 
reported that Junior, the first 
gosling gander, hatched in 1969, 
took off for the Spring migration 
to Canada—but I was wrong. 
Migration was his intention; 
however, he was too hefty .to 
make it. 


I learned that Billy J. Walton, 


found him in front of the Fina 
service station, Third and 
Walnut Sts., trimmed his flight 
feathers, and put him on a pond. 
Walton promptly returned the 
bird which is once more in the 
Back 40. 
. , 
The 1970 hatch was a single 


gosling, which the old gander 
was put in charge of while the 
hen tried to hatch the last three 
eggs. But the gander let the 
gosling swim in the waterfall 
pool too long and the little fellow 
drowned. 


Now I have four more coming 


along, and the problem is, how 
are we going to launch five young 
geese successfully 
on the 


migration north next Spring? 


I am having trouble getting 


leg-bands for all the geese, but 
eventually I'll get them banded, 
trusting the public to notify me if 
they are grounded locally by 
overweight. 


Or possibly I will ask Hemp- 


stead Hunting Club for per- 
mission to turn the youngsters 
loose in Grassy Lake in January, 
so they can get in shape to join 
the Flying V when one comes 
along heading for Canada.

down.

year-old son who was having 
temper tantrums. She said 
he would be playing quietly 
nnd then suddenly start to 
kick and scream. I hope you 
will publish my letter since 
I think you can 
help 
any 


parents who have had this 
kind of problem. 


You see. I have had this 


experience myself. To be on 
the safe side, any mother 
with 
this 
problem 
should 


have her son checked by a 
neurologist. I had this same 
p r o b 1 e in 17 years 
ago 


and suffered for three years 
with a daughter (also two 
years old at the time) who 
was subject to "temper tan- 
trums." also coming on sud- 
denly while playing quietly. 


Both of us, also my hus- 


band and son, were emotion- 
ally shaken by these out- 
bursts which we misinter- 
preted as tantrums when, in 
reality, she had epilepsy. 
Fortunately, a pediatrician 
recommended an electroen- 
cephalogram 
(brain 
wave 


test) and we were able to 
give her proper treatment 
and start working on repair- 
ing our shaken and damaged 
personalities. 


The guilt complexes I had 


for not realizing my daugh- 
ter's problem took me years 
to overcome. Epilepsy isn't 
always a fit, where one falls 
to the ground jerking violent- 
ly. Many people (including 
me) had felt this was the 
only form of epilepsy. There 
are many, including temper 
tantrums. 


The outlook is fine. She 


took medicine which con- 
trolled her outbursts 100 per 
cent. She has been off drugs 
now for six years and is an 
attractive 19-year-old univer- 
sity student. 


Had we not sought help 


finally, my marriage would 
have ended, my daughter 
and I would have been emo- 
tionally crippled and my son 
scarred from the continual

Dear Header -- Thank you 


for an excellent letter and 
your advice is right on tar- 
get. 
1 agree wholeheartedly 


that any child with these 
symptoms should be seen by 
a doctor and specifically the 
child should be examined for 
the question of epilepsy. It is 
true that some children have 
temper tantrums and that is 
all they are, but the types of 
episodes that you described 
are often indicative of epi- 
lepsy and the problem de- 
serves to be investigated. I 
am sure your letter will be

May Change 
Railway 
Retirement 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 
gress is considering legislation 
to raise pensions for railroad 
employes who, unlike most oth- 
I 


er retired Americans,did not 
benefit from this year's Social 
Security hike. 


A bill boosting benefits 10 per 


cent in the already troubled re- 
tirement fund comes before the 
House when it returns from an 
Easter break next week. 


I 
The Commerce 
Committee 


I approved the measure but said 


the IllS-million cost, on top of 
an unfunded $132-million in- 
crease last year, would impose 
"a serious potential drain" on 
the system which has three re- 
tirees taking out for every two 
workers contributing. 


Effective over an 18-month 


period retroactive to Jan. 1, the 
new hike would give Congress 
time to review the retirement 
system's 
financial 
structure 


and study a special commission 
report due Dec. 31. 


The committee noted rail re- 


tirees are not eligible for Social 
Security, recently boosted 10 
per cent, and are having diffi- 
culty keeping up with rising liv- 
ing costs. 


Without 
an 
overhaul, 
the 


committee said, the retirement 
fund will be bankrupt in 20 
years 
at 
the 
present 
ex- 


penditure rate. 


As of March 1, the committee 


said, the fund contained $4.282 
billion, mainly 
from 
payroll 


taxes on employes and employ- 
ers. Pensions are paid 1.6 mil- 
lion beneficiaries at a monthly 
rate of almost $154 million riot 
counting last year's hike. 


Meanwhile, the panel added, 


rail industry employment has 
declined from 1.5 million full- 
time employes in 1947 to 600,000 
today. 


"There are today approxi- 


mately one and a half times as 
many people drawing benefits 
each month ... as there are 
paying taxes into the account," 
the committee said.

Shippers Are 
Fighting 
for Control 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ship 


owners and port officials are 
fighting legislation which would 
give federal environment ex- 
perts the final say on where 
and 
when 
to 
dump muck 


dredged from waterways. 


Such groups as the American 


Institute of Merchant Shipping 
recommend keeping things the 
way they are with the Army 
Corps of Engineers in charge of 
dumping permits. 


Legislation under considera- 


tion would switch this control to 
the Environmental 
Protection 


Agency. 


The shippers said in congres- 


sional 
testimony, 
the 
EPA 


might want muck dumped far- 
ther from the dredging project, 
adding to over-all costs. 


Increased costs may out- 


weigh benefits of the project, 
says institute president James 
J. Reynolds. There could also 
be excessive delay while the 
EPA mulls ecology matters, he 
added. 


The engineers give enough 


consideration to ecological fac- 
tors and this, with their con- 
struction expertise, makes the 
best combination for the job, 
Reynolds says. 


The engineers have been at- 


tacked before by environmen- 
talists, but not in memory on 
ihis particular point. 


"It is logical to conclude that 


from the standpoint of EPA, 
environmental 
considerations 


will outweigh all others by far 
and influence the EPA adminis- 
trator to require that dredged 
material be transported for dis- 
posal far at sea or to inland lo- 
cations ..." Reynolds said. 


"I believe that the delay, the 


waiting for permits, the valu- 
ation of the permits by individ- 
uals who are not attuned to the 
engineering methods, 
or the 


waterway needs, or the broad 
concepts of the need of the 
merchant marine and need of 
commerce, but only ecology, 
wuuld add to the cost and de- 
lay...."

Authorities told the same House 
subcommittee: "We are con- 
cerned 
that

Participating in the lengthy de- 
bates on the granting of per- 
mits would tie us up to the ex- 
tent that the cost-benefit ratio 
cuuld well be jeopardized and 
the project could then die."

airplane. 


Kenneth W. Hunn, 50, of Po- 


cahontas, former vice president 
in charge of manufacturing for 
the Walnut Ridge firm, and 
Melvin C. Davis, 42, of Walnut 
Ridge, former manager of the 
Selb plant, changed their pleas 
from not guilty to nolo conten- 
dere late Monday. 


The plea means the defen- 


dants neither admitted nor de- 
nied the charges, but were will- 
ing to be sentenced. 
Henley 


said sentencing would be in 
about two weeks. 


Defense Attorney W. B. How- 


ard announced the change of 
pleas following the selection of 
a jury to hear the trial for the 
two men. 


"While we feel these men 


might be legally guilty, they 
are not morally guilty," How- 
ard said. "They acted at the 
behest and direction of their 
superiors and did not gain any- 
thing financially from the mat- 
ters with which they 
stand 


charged." 


Selb had contracts with Gen- 


eral Dynamics Corp. of Fort 
Worth, Tex., to produce parts 
for the Fill. 


Hunn and Davis were among 


seven persons who were indict- 
ed in April 1970 on charges of 
conspiring to conceal unauthor- 
ized welds and other alleged de- 
fects on the parts made by Selb 
for the Fill. 


James L. Townley, 40, of 


Hurst, Tex., a former quality 
assurance supervisor for Gen- 
eral Dynamics, was acquitted 
of the charges Feb. 11, follow- 
ing a four-week trial. 


Others charged in the case 


are Harry C. Bass Jr., 56, of 
Richmond Heights, Mo., owner 
of the Selb plant; Steven C. 
Fisher, 28, of Rector, Bass's 
son-in-law and his assistant in 
the operation of the plant; Neu- 
man L. Johnson, 50, former 
chief of outside production for 
General Dynamics, and Joseph 
R. Spear, former vendor quali- 
ty- control representative 
for 


General Dynamics.

probably would be held in July 
or August.

More Arrests 
in Plot to 
Kill Daley 


CHICAGO (AP) — Police say 


additional arrests are expected 
in connection with an alleged 
plot to assassinate Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley of Chicago and the 
Rev. Jesse L. Jackson, a Negro 
leader and head of Operation 
Breadbasket. 


The alleged plot was revealed 


Monday when two black mili- 
tants—Earl P. Dillard, 37, and 
Howard 
Harris, 
33—were 


charged with soliciting to kill 
Daley and Jackson. 


They were arrested on Satur- 


day, five days after two other 
black 
militants, 
who 
were 


charged with soliciting to com- 
mit murder. 


Police declined to link the ar- 


rests. A state's attorney's offi- 
cial said the four men were in- 
volved in one plot aimed at 
touching off racial violence in 
the city. 


April 21 hearings were set for 


Dillard, Harris and the other 
two men—Charles Whiteside, 
35, and Terry Simmons, 38. The 
four are being held in lieu of 
$5,000 bond each. 


Deputy Police Supt. John T. 


Kelly said additional arrests 
were expected. 


Dillard and Harris were ar- 


rested, police said, after the de- 
partment's 
gang 
intelligence 


unit received a tip that an al- 
leged solicitation to commit 
murder had been made. 


Police refused to elaborate 


further. Capt. Thomas Lyons, 
director 
of 
the 
police 
in- 


telligence division, 
said the 


murder plot is not a prank but 
... a serious offense." 


A state's attorney's official, 


who asked that his name not be 
used, said the alleged plot was 
connected with an effort by 
militants to assume power in 
the 
black 
community 
after 


making the neighborhoods sus- 
ceptible to looting during racial 
strife. Daley was unavailable 
for comment. His aides said he 
was in Florida on a vacation 
after winning election to an un- 
precedented fifth term April 6. 


A spokesman for the mayor's 


office said he did not know if 
the mayor had been informed 
of the 
alleged assassination 


plot. 


Jackson said in Nashville, 


Tenn., he was "deeply con- 
cerned" about the alleged plot. 


"I hope that whatever the 


facts are established to be," he 
told an audience at Fisk Uni- 
versity, "the law 
will 
be 


soundly enforced in the pursuit 
of justice as it affects me, the 
accused and the well being of 
our city."

Mandatory 
Retirement 
Is Favored 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Rep. 


Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., said 
Monday night that he favored a 
mandatory retirement for fed- 
eral employes provided that all 
federal 
employes, 
including 


members of the Supreme Court, 
were included. 


"I favor mandatory retire- 


ment for federal employes — 
but not until the Supreme Court 
is covered by such a plan," 
Mills said. He did not specify at 
what age he thought retirement 
should come. 


On another topic, Mills said 


he voted to continue funding the 
supersonic transport plane "to 
keep America first." Speaking 
to the Pulaski County League 
of Women Voters, he said that 
devices could 
be 
added 
to 


the SST to prevent pollution 
problems that opponents of the 
project said the plane would 
cause. 


"We have more people with 


brains out of work than ever 
before," Mills said. "That's my 
main concern." 


Earlier Monday, Mills told a 


news conference that he would 
not give up the chairmanship of 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee to be vice president 
of the United States. Mills, who 
has been mentioned as a possi- 
ble candidate for either the 
Democratic presidential or vice 
presidential nomination said he 
would not take the vice presi- 
dent's job. 


He has also said he is not a 


candidate 
for president, 
but 


would accept the nomination if 
he is drafted.
